FOREST RESOURCES: 

ADMINISTRATION AND PROSPECTS 


Ilomanla's forests hold a fore- 
most place in Europe — Iou TA- 
bttrog, Deputy Minister of Silvi- 
culture, said in an article re- 
cently published by Sclnteta 
newspaper. The value of our 
forest resources, • the results 
seared In lumbering anil wood- 
work iug prove that Romanis 
promotes an active and rational 
silvicultural policy. A complex 
legislation firmly protects the 
generous idea that the conser- 
vation of forests, of the woody 
vegetation outside the forest 
stock Is In the Interest of our 
cu tiro society and constitutes a 
slate matter, a duly of all eiti* 
xens. ^ „ 

New measures have recently 
been legislated, aimed at the 
continual growth of the forests' 
contribution u part of tho na- 
tional economy and tho [ntciut- 
t (cation or their multiple pro- 
tection functions. We, present- 
day generations, hove the task 
to Fullil the established goals, 
hi that we may leave to future 
generations a healthy forest pa- 
trimony Judiciously distributed 
over the country's territory and 
having a productive potential 
apt to meet the country's econo- 
mic development targets. 

It b on these major demands 
that arc founded the provisions 
of U10 Law No. 8 passed by the 
Grand National Assembly on 
October 30, 1087, on the protec- 
tion and development of forests, 
their rational economic exploi- 
tation and the maintenance of 
ecological balance. In this con- 
text, special tasks devolve on 
the Ministry of Silviculture as 


concerns the preservation of the 1 
Integrity of the torcut stock and I 
the conservation, of forests by 
increasing wooded areas, rigo- 
rously observing annual (roc 1 
felling quotas, avoiding tho har- 
ing of the soli through tree fell- 
ing, promoting the growth, of 
valuable Indigenous species, 
creating conditions for forest 
regeneration. It baa also been 
decided to lake energetic mea- 
sures tn order quickly to restore 
to the economic circuit all un- 
productive land areas — exces- 
sively degraded, posing sliding 
dangers, unfit for agriculture — 
especially through their aTforc- 
b tattoo. 

An Important place among 
the actions being taken for tho 
good management of the forest 
stock Is held by those concern- 
ing the proper application of 
treatments preventing and fight- 
ing pCHts and diseases. Among 
the Improvements of the norma 
ensuring the health of the fo- 
rests wo are mentioning tho 
fact that the minfadrles. the ot- 
her central and local, stato and 
cooperative bodies which sub- 
ordinate units whose activity 
ran pollute the environment, 
harming (he torcnt stock end 
the vegetation outside It, arc 
obliged to take the necessary 
measures for eliminating all ne- 
gative ronsequenres of these 
activities. Mention should he 
made In this resperl that devia- 
tions from the legal norms anil 
a lock of responsibility can still 
be noticed with certain enter- 
prise* which, hy their activity, 
prejudice the forcot stock. 


Those measures — the artlele 
goes on — are elusely connected 
with a rigorous control of the 
observance of flilvimlturaL rules 
In thn process of lumbering and 
with tbe Imperative of aa un- 
delayed regeneration of fora', Is 
by natural means or by planta- 
tions on all annunlly cleared 
areas as well as In open spares 
amid the forests. In keeplug 
with the unitary afforestation 
programme, 14,700 ha of highly 
degraded soil, unfit for agricul- 
ture, are to bo afforested thta 
spring, so that wide areas of the 
country’s landstock, particularly 
in Constanta, Tulcea, Buz&u. 
Vranrca and Vaalul counties, 
Where, the harmful effects of 
the drougbt and floods are sllU 
fltrougly felt, will become eco- 
nomically useful. These works 
take place roneomltunlly wltli 
those restoring agricultural 
shelter hells anil communlra- 
tioiw, which will enable onu to 
avoid (lie negative efevls of cli- 
matic fitctors — diminish iug or 
causing the Instability of farm 
crops — In the counties lying tn 
tho Romanian 1'lnln where affo- 
rested area* arc too urn all at 
present. (Ivor till the areas due 
in lie nrforeKtrd, scrdllng* of In- 
digenous deciduous and tednoiu 
sprrifs or great economic value 
will lie used, so that their Struc- 
ture may ensure the develop- 
ment of healthy and productive 
forests, witli Increased protecti- 
ve nml productive fund 1 nine. 

In I!) HD, Romania will hui.it a 
total 8.0 ml II ion lia of woodland, 
which will aci-ouiit for 71 per- 
cent of tlio country's territory.

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ADMINISTRATION AND PROSPECTS 


Romania’s forests hold a fore- 
most place in Europe — Ion T4- 
bSrajy, Deputy Minister of Silvi- 
culture, said In aa article ra- 
eenily piiblfaliod by Sclntela 
newspaper. The value el our 
forest resources, ■ the results 
scored in lumbering and wood- 
working prove that Romania 
promotes' an active and rational 
silvlcultaral policy. A complex 
legislation firmly protects the 
generous idea that tho conser- 
vation of forests.- of the woody 
vegetation outside the forest 
stock 1s in the interest of our 
entire society and constitutes a 
state matter, a duty of all eiti- 
*ens, . .. 

New measures have recently 
bran legislated, aimed at (lie 
continual growth or the forests’ 
contribution as part of tl» na- 
tional economy and the Intensi- 
fication or their multiple pro- 
tection functions. Wq present- 
day generations, have the task 
(0 fulfil the established goals, 
so (bat we may leave to future 
generations a healthy forest pa- 
trimony Judiciously distributed 
over the country’s territory and 
having a productive potential 
apt to meet the country's econo- 
mic development targets. 

It fa on these major demands 
that arc founded the provisions 
of Ihe Law No. 2 passed by the 
Grand National Amombly on 
October 30, 1087, on (be protec- 
tion and development of forests, 
their rational economic exploi- 
tation and tlie maintenance of 
ecological balance. In this con- 
text. special tasks devolve on 
Ilia Ministry of Silviculture os 


concerns tho preservation of (he ' 
integrity of tho forest stock and 
the conservation of forests by 
Increasing wooded areas, rigo- 
rously observing annual Iroo 
felling quotas, avoiding tbo har- 
ing of the soil through tree fell- 
ing, promoting the growth, of 
valuable indigenous species, 
creating conditions for forest 
regeneration. It bos also been 
decided to Uke energetic mea- 
sures In order quickly to restore 
to the economic circuit all un- 
productive land areas — exces- 
sively degraded, posing sliding 
dangers, unfit for agriculture — 
especially through their affore- 
station. 

An Important place among 
ihe actions being taken for the 
good management of the forest 
stock fa hold by tltose concern- 
ing the proper application of 
treatments preventing and fight- 
ing pests and diseases. Among 
the improvements of the norma 
ensuring Ihe health of the to- 
rosls wo are mentioning the 
fact that the ministries, the ot- 
her central and local, state and 
cooperative bud lea which sub- 
ordinate units whoso activity 
ran pollute Ihe environment, 
harming (he forest stock and 
the vegetation on bide it, ara 
obliged to take the nocrewary 
measure*; for eliminating all ne- 
gative consequences of these 
activities. Mention should bo 
made In Ibis respect that devia- 
tions from the legal norms anil 
a lark or responsibility enn still 
be noticed with certain enter- 
prises which, by their activity, 
prejudice the forest slock. 


Those measures — tlio article 
goes on — are cluvely connected 
with a rigorous control of the 
observance of silvicultural rules 
in the process of lumbering and 
with the Imperative of an un- 
delayed regeneration of forests 
by natural means or by planta- 
tions on all annnaliy cleared 
areas as well as In open spaces 
amid (he forests. In keeping 
with the unitary afforntatlou 
programme, 11,700 ha of highly 
degraded soil, unfit for agricul- 
ture, are to be afforested this 
spring, so that wide areas of Ihe 
country's landstock, particularly 
In Constanta, Tulcoa, Bux&u, 
Yrancea and Yoslul counties, 
where tlie hnrmful effects of 
(he drought and Moods are still 
strongly felt, will become eco- 
nomically useful, Thcee works 
lake plan roncomllunlly with 
those restoring agricultural 
shelter bells and communica- 
tions, which will enable ono la 
avoid Hie negative ©feels of cli- 
matic fActont — dim I u ini) lug or 
caiifclng the Instability of farm 
crops — in (lie counties lying In 
tho Romanian Plain where affo- 
rralcd areas arc loo small at 
present. Over nil tho areas due

AN EXHIBITION ON 
THE HISTORY OF PHARMACY 



Fifteen years ngo, an interes- 
ting permanent exhibition lllua- 
trnlbitf (tic history nr pharmacy 
was opened In the city of Sfhlu, 
which botulii (ho olilrat ehc- 
m Lai's shop In this country. 
Housed by a lGth century build- 
ing, regarded an au historic mo- 
nument. where- the La Uraul 
Negru (Black Bear) Pharmacy 
existed for several centuries, 
the exhibition offers the picture 
.of an apothecary as II may have 
looked la the 17th-19tH centu- 
ries. The picture ta created by 
a rich Inventory of objects 
usually found In pharmacies, a 
patrimony that wan preserved 
at the local B rue ken that Mir- 
seiuu or In older ooUeettoiu of 
|ha Ministry ol Health. 

The exhibition la comprised 
of roue room* displaying 1 seme 
CiDOQ exhibits. Tho first room Is 
that ordinarily entered by cus- 
tomer*. The exhibits are arran- 
ged on theubelvcw of an Bathes* 
llo drugstore, their order being 
determined by the artfrlfy la- ' 
kfnr place fa s pharmacy-. The 


second room exhibits (lie lonLi 
und mnicrlals of medical tech- 
nique needed '(or preparing ta- 
blets and drugs or all kinds. 
The third room la (he laboratory 
and tho fourth Is organized as 
a place where prescriptions 
were kept together wHh old 
edlttoiu of pharmacopoeias used 
at that ttmci pharmacy treati- 
ses, specialized manuscripts and 
documents.
